Men's  Re-Cap 


Coming  into  the  2001-02  season,  the  Bethany  College  men's 
basketball  team  was  carrying  very  lofty  expectations.  All  five 
starters  and  the  Bison's  top  eight  players  returned  to  Rob 
Clune' s  team.  The  Bison  were  coming  off  a  16-10  season  in  00- 
01  that  saw  the  Green  and  White  win  their  first  PAC  title  since 
1 982  and  earn  their  first  postseason  bid,  and  EC  AC  Tournament 
appearance,  since  that  same  squad  19  years  ago. 

In  the  first  round  of  the  conference  tournament,  Clune's  team 
avenged  their  only  PAC  loss  of  the  year  with  a  1 0-point  win  over 
Waynesburg.  In  the  title  game.  Bethany  defeated  Grove  City 
89-74  to  win  its  second  consecutive  PAC  championship,  the 
first  time  Bethany  had  won  back-to-back  conference  crowns 
since  the  program  claimed  three  straight  league  titles  from 
1965-68. 
Bethany  earned  its  first  NCAA  Tournament  bid  since  1982. 


In  the  first  round  against  Pitt-Bradford,  forward  Keith  Shubert 
scored  37  points.  In  the  second  round,  Bethany  took  on  Otterbein 
College.  Despite  41  points  from  Schubert  and  a  furious  second-half 
rally,  the  Bison  came  up  on  the  short  end  of  a  121-98  decision  to  the 
eventual  national  champions. 

Clune  was  name  PAC  Coach  of  the  Year,  while  Schubert  was  named 
the  PAC  Player  of  the  Year.  Guards  Nevada  Smith  and  Scott 
Johnson  earned  Second  Team  All-Conference  status.  Schubert  also 
earned  First  Team  All-Great  Lakes  Region  and  Honorable  Mention 
All-American  honors  following  a  remarkable  season  in  which  he 
broke  the  College's  single-season  record  with  759  points.  Schubert 
finished  his  career  with  2. 1 27  points,  the  most  all-time  at  Bethany. 
while  Smith  tallied  1,255.  ranking  him  fifth  all-time  at  the  College.

The  story  of  "The  Old  Gal"  goes  like  this.... 

Three  freshmen  at  Yale  University  wanted  to  establish  an  organization  that  would  rival, 
then,  the  only  class  fraternity.  These  young  men  felt  that  this  class  showed  an  attitude  of  superior- 
ity to  all,  especially  to  non-fraternity  men.  So,  Louis  Manigault,  Stephen  Ormsby  Rhea,  and 
Horace  Spangler  Weiser,  created  Alpha  Sigma  Phi,  the  11th  oldest  Greek-fraternity,  on  December 
6,1845. 

After  the  first  pledge  class,  of  14  members,  was  initiated  in  1846,  the  amount  of  members 
grew  from  there.  But,  it  was  not  an  easy  trip.  In  1864,  the  mother  chapter  (Alpha  Chapter)  at  Yale 
oecame  inactive  and  was  succeeded  by  Delta  Beta  Xi.  The  newly  formed  Delta  Beta  Xi  fraternity 
ecretly  pledged  their  allegiance  to  Alpha  Sigma  Phi.  Eventually,  Delta  Beta  Xi  became  inactive. 
Dnly  with  the  help  of  Wayne  Montgomery  Musgrave,  Edwin  Morey  Waterbury,  and  the  Delta 
:hapter  (Marietta  College),  did  Alpha  Sigma  Phi  survive  the  early  1900's.  This  was  a  true  test  of 
brotherhood  for  Alpha  Sigma  Phi,  but  we  were  triumphant.  As  a  result  of  this,  the  phoenix,  a 
mythical  bird  that  rises  out  of  its  own  ashes,  has  become  the  mascot  of  our  fraternity,  because  of 
Dur  perilous  fight  to  survive.  This  spirit  of  the  phoenix,  lives  with  Alpha  Sigs  all  around  the  nation 
is  they  are  known  for  their  dedication,  commitment,  and  loyalty.

Cummins  as  a  president,  husband, 
fundraiser,  speaker,  and  friend. 
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Inaugurated  in  1988  as  the  sixteenth  president  of 
Bethany  College,  Dr.  D.  Duane  Cummins  has  initi- 
ated a  plan  that  allowed  for  $50  million  in  infrastruc- 
ture improvements  and  changes.  The  first  project 
tackled  was  the  building  of  the  recreation  center. 
Completed  in  the  early  1990's,  this  project  holds  a 
special  place  in  the  heart  of  Cummins  because  it  was 
his  first  major  project.  Other  projects  that  have  taken 
place  on  campus  during  Cummins'  tenure  include 
the  renovation  of  the  former  Oglebay  Hall  of  Life 
Sciences,  the  addition  of  the  Campbell  Village  resi- 
dence halls  and  the  Robert  C.  Byrd  Health  and 
Wellness  Center,  and  the  renovation  of  the  Campbell 
Mansion,  the  library,  the  Old  Main  Tower,  the  book- 
store, and  the  building  of  the  Erickson  Alumni  Cen- 
ter. 

In  addition  to  the  "bricks  and  mortar"  improve- 
ments, the  college  has  undergone  improvements 
and  changes  to  the  curriculum  based  on  Cummins' 
goal  to  maintain  a  liberal  arts  education. 

"I  am  very  proud  of  the  campus'  evolved,  first-class 
infrastructure.  Bethany  is  poised  to  address  the 
needs  of  students  in  the  21st  century, "  Cummins  has 
commented. 

Dr.  Cummins  and  his  wife  Suzi  kept  an  open  door  at 
Pendleton  Heights,  going  so  far  as  designating  the 
third  floor  as  the  "Bethany  Room."  Filled  with 
memorabilia,  movies,  and  comfortable  furniture, 
many  students  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

Suzi  has  said,  "I  felt  that  by  having  the  house  open, 
the  students  could  see  the  president  relaxed  and  they 
could  talk  to  him  one  on  one,  not  just  as  the  presi- 
dent." 

Upon  retirement,  Cummins  plans  to  relax,  travel 
with  Suzi,  and  spend  time  with  his  family.  Further, 
he  plans  to  write  and  publish,  act  as  a  consultant  for 
other  institutions,  and  possibly  teach  or  act  as  an 
interim  president  at  other  colleges. 

Bethany  College  has  become  home  to  the  Cummins 
family  in  the  14  years  they  have  been  here.  It  is  the 
students  who  make  Bethany  home.
